Staff of Life 


For years syndicate baking and 
milling corporations have been 
taking much of the food value out 
of white flour and bread in their 
milling and baking processes and 
substituting preservative, bleaching 
and softening chemicals instead. In- 
dependent bakers and groups of sci- 
entists concerned with nutrition 
have for years opposed this trend 
and have sought to protect the 
American public from such decep- 
tion and exploitation in the produc- 
tion of the staff of life. The drive 
for ever whiter, fluffier, more taste- 
less and less nutritious bread has 
gone so far that even the big syn- 
dicate bakers themselves are now 
splurging a big advertising cam- 
paign about “correcting malnutri- 
tion in millions of American 
homes” and recommending their 
new reinforced “triple-enriched 
bread.” Behind this awakening in 
the bread industry is the fact that 
for many months cooperative bak- 
ing groups and independent bakers 
have been battling the syndicate 
baking corporations to secure high- 
er legal minimum standards for 
bread, regulations which are con- 
trolled by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. Independent and co-op 
bakers are also urging that present 
regulations be changed so _ that 
bread containing the wheat germ 
and a small percentage of the rich 
soy bean flour may be advertised as 
white bread. The larger baking cor- 
porations have used their influence 
to keep regulation standards low to 
protect their own products and to 
prevent bread containing any such 
enrichment from being called 
“white bread” in advertising. The 
famous bread formula developed 
by Cornell University dietetic ex- 
perts (the McCay Formula), now 
being produced in increasing quan- 
tities, has been used to spearhead 
this drive to modernize American 
baking standards and the FTC reg- 
ulations. Perhaps some day bread 
may again become the staff of life.

X-Ray and Forecast 


NCHARTED SEAS: The period of somewhat lower prices which 
existed in late spring and early summer is now over and living costs 
have bounced back up to the highest in history. The present high price 
levels are expected to continue through the winter and until after Easter. 
But don’t be fooled by current political propaganda: This is not 
prosperity, as the Democrats say, nor an inflation caused by Truman 
“welfarism” as the GOP charges. The progressivism of the Democratic 
party during the past 20 years has done much to divide more equitably 
the country’s income so that the millions of little people have a larger 
share and a much higher standard of living. But it’s a hollow prosperity 
based on war production — with the wasteful consumption of enormous 
quantities of vital materials, for war goods that have no economic value. 
The U. S., once the world’s richest storehouse of oil, iron ore, copper, 
etc., is rapidly being depleted, necessitating increased shipments from 
abroad. We are moving deeper into an inflationary-scarce economy — 
with plenty of jobs, plenty of money, and plenty of people, but not enough 
of anything else, hence high prices. 

This inflationary period is not caused by Truman’s “welfarism”, 
for the total welfare spending is only 6¢ out of the total Federal tax dol- 
lar. The war spending, (paying for past wars and preparing for future 
wars) is over 80¢ out of the Federal tax dollar, and this is spending in 
which the Republicans have an equal share of responsibility — for the 
hottest speeches against Hitler and Stalin have been made by Republicans. 

THERE IS NO PROSPECT ON THE HORIZON that this new 
inflation-scarcity economy is going to let up or drift into a depression; 
we are just not in that kind of world any more. In a depression there is 
too much goods of every kind and a dollar can buy a big sack of any- 
thing — and millions of men will wait around endlessly, patiently, for a 
chance to earn a few dollars; and while the little people wait and go 
hungry the wealthy hide out in their island estates. But that is all over. 
The rich can’t hide any more; men won’t wait around patiently. They’re 
organized now — workers, farmers, manufacturers. The dollar is no long- 
er based on actual, historic, permanent values, for all money, everywhere, 
because of the impoverishment of war, has become “managed paper cur- 
rency,” its value depending entirely on the character of the government 
that manages it, and the character of that government is a direct reflec- 
tion of the character of the people — never rising far above nor falling 
much below what the people are. Hence, in long range, all depends on 
character, the kind of people we are. 

Surveys reveal that more wives and mothers are employed now 
outside the home than ever before. They are living better, with better 
equipped homes, but it is just as hard and painful to make ends meet. 
So mother’s got a job. Then in many industries the unions have been 
driving for a 35 hour week, with labor leaders talking about more leisure

New Atomic Age 

The problem of the production 
of electric power from atomic ener- 
gy on a scale sufficient for wide in- 
dustrial and commercial use has 
apparently been solved, according 
to statements by leaders in the field 
of atomic research. E. J. Putzell of 
the Monsanto Chemical Co., who 
has been the leader in atomic re- 
search for industrial purposes, re- 
cently announced that a scientific 
team from Monsanto and the Un- 
ion Electric Co. had completed the 
design for a pilot plant suitable not 
only for the production of electric 
energy on a large scale but also for 
the production of plutonium as a 
by-product. Plutonium production 
is extremely important because of 
the fact that the adaptation of 
atomic energy for the production of 
electrical power has been held up 
due to the Government’s command 
of all available atomic supplies for 
the production of plutonium for 
military purposes. It is believed that 
a full scale unit for producing elec- 
trical energy from atomic energy 
sources will be completed within 
four or five years. This will greatly 
heighten the problem of ownership 
and control of these great new re- 
sources of power. Will it be a pub- 
lic trust, operated for the benefit of 
the largest possible number of citi- 
zens? Or will it be a private profit 
operation, with profit-making and 
investment paramount, as has been 
the case with many of the private- 
ly owned utilities? 


IMPORTANT CHANGES are 
taking place in handling tactical 
problems of modern’ warfare, 
changes that involve the fortunes of 
every tax-paying American citizen 
but which are being kept from pub- 
lic knowledge. 

Billions of dollars have been 
spent on post-war giant bombers 
that are already obsolete, and many 
of which, except for training pur- 
poses, are ready to be junked. Air

deny this but every move they 
make reveals that this incalculable 
waste of war continues. In the last 
few months atom bombs have been 
produced of such small size — yet 
with destructive power much 
greater than the Hiroshima model— 
that they can be carried by inexpen- 
sive, light fighter bombers such as 
the Thunderjet F-84-G and the 
Navy Banshee. Recent demonstra- 
tions have shown that these planes 
can be used to carry the atom 
bombs to almost any place in the 
world through new methods of re- 
fueling in the air or from our circle 
of air bases on the perimeter of the 
Western Hemisphere. Thus long- 
range strategic bombing attacks no 
longer are based on the extremely 
costly heavy-weights like the Con- 
vair B-36 or other giant bombers, 
which are almost without maneuv- 
erability and are just sitting ducks 
for the new jet intercepters. 

Air Force officials are endeavor- 
ing to protect their positions by the 
theory that big bombers will be 
needed to carry the hydrogen bomb 
which is known to be, in its pres- 
ent stage of development, a very 
large and cumbersome burden to 
transport. Yet atomic scientists re- 
mind the military tacticians that ex- 
perience in producing the H-bomb 
will reduce its size as more efficient 
ways are found to create the hydro- 
gen explosion. Non-military avia- 
tion experts also anticipate that 
progress in air propulsion will move 
forward so rapidly that by the time 
the hydrogen bomb is being pro- 
duced in quantity it can be carried 
by the lighter, faster, less expensive 
small planes. 

It is disturbing to note that the 
Russians have spent little on long 
range bombers, devoting their re- 
sources to the smaller, faster planes. 

Underscoring all this is also the 
development of the guided missile 
which is likewise going forward so 
rapidly that it is only a matter of 
time until all long-range air fleets 
will be obsolete. Long-range bomb- 
ing will be carried on entirely by 
guided missiles released from the 
decks of warships and carriers or 
military bases along our defense 
perimeters. Thus the military lead- 
ers clamor for further huge expend- 
itures on extra squadrons of war 
planes that will be obsolete before 
they are finished — junk before 
they are extensively used. If this 
seems like an extreme statement, 
remember that already thousands of 
planes have suffered that fate, as 
have many other weapons. The pat- 
ent excuse of the military is “We’ve 
got to be ready at all times.” But 
does being ready mean to drain our 
resources by poor planning, lack 
of coordination between military 
scientists and field and air com-

and home life, and spreading the jobs around. But, where the 35 hour 
week has been established, thousands of workers on the shorter week 
have gotten second jobs; they’re working longer hours than ever to make 
payments on the TV set, the new car, or new tires for the old car. 

WHAT THIS ALL MEANS: We are going into uncharted seas, 
not back to the “good old days,” nor into a depression. These can be 
“wonderful days” if we can be wonderful people, for scientific and tech- 
nological miracles are still transforming our material lives. But if you 
have any economic formulas or theories over 10 years old, better throw 
them out. The future of our society depends entirely upon our capacity 
to cooperate unselfishly — which means spiritually. What has not changed 
is: “As a man thinketh in his heart, so is he” — and so is his society. 


HERE FROM HERE? Three years ago when U. S. military leaders 

won political support for the rearmament of Europe under U. S. 
sponsorship on the basic thesis that the Russian armies soon would be 
pushing over Europe, we gave much space to the meaning and danger of 
reviving the armament race. We pointed out repeatedly: (1) that every 
factor in Communist teachings and Russian behavior indicated that Mos- 
cow had no plan or intention of trying to establish their domination over 
Europe by invading Russian armies; (2) that Europe could not be rearm- 
ed without being plunged into a frightening dilemma of perpetuating and 
deepening the postwar poverty which would make the coming of com- 
munism to Europe inevitable from within; (3) that our efforts to rearm 
Germany would bring a flare-up of rebellion and resentment all over Eu- 
rope; (4) that therefore the U. S. would lose much of its influence and 
leadership if we forced the rearmament program on the European people; 
(5) that thus the only alternative, if we persist in such a program, would 
be to bear almost the whole cost ourselves which would invite destruction 
of our own ecenomic system. 

THESE DEVELOPMENTS have either already come to pass or 
are still in the process of evolving. There is as yet no evidence whatever 
that Moscow has had or does have the intention of using the invading 
Russian army to conquer Europe. The amazingly simple thing is that if 
the politburo had entertained such a plan, they would have put it into 
effect three or four years ago when Russian armies were still massed in the 
west, when we were to a great extent demobilized and Europe still pros- 
trate and unarmed. But unfortunately the U. S. has had a type of leader- 
ship that was too mesmerized by militarism to see that simple unanswer- 
able fact. The basic doctrinal plan of communism is conquest by revolu- 
tionary developments from within a nation, working through poverty, dis- 
content and desperation. This is inherent in the very nature of commu- 
nism and as long as Marxism exists this will remain true. 

AMERICAN INDUSTRY AND FINANCE are now so insep- 
arably tied to the arms program that a large section of the press has per- 
mitted itself to be the voice of the military. Thus, headlines blare forth 
on the virtues and pseudo success of our armament program, as it slowly 
dawns on the American public that our politico-military leaders have al- 
ready been forced to scale down the rate and extent of the rearmament of 
Europe three times; that while the European politicians always like to 
have big armies at their backs, the public resistance to rearmament has 
forced the European leaders to pull away from the U. S. leadership or 
face popular revolt. This is a glaring fact of the hour in England, France, 
Italy, and to a considerable extent elsewhere. And U. S. leaders are now 
quietly preparing to scale down the rate of rearmament for the fourth 
time in 18 months, news of which will probably reach the American pub- 
lic in October or November. In the meantime we have had to reduce the 
rearmament of West Germany to slow motion to prevent all European 
unity from going on the rocks. 


HE SCHUMAN PLAN: Far more important than any program for 
the rearmament or defense of Europe, but receiving far less atten- 
tion, is the Schuman plan for the unification of the coal and steel indus- 
tries of the six West European nations. The plan is at last under way. 
FOR THE FIRST TIME IN HISTORY, several nations have put 
their most valued resources under an executive body that is elected by the 
different international industrial groups, is subject to no national author- 
ity, thus is under a supernational control (which is anathema to Ameri- 
can big business!). It is the first real step for the unification of Europe. 
In the old economic structure of Europe, which has persisted to 
this hour, the industries have always been owned by a few secluded fami- 
lies. These family industrial groups in each separate country fostered the 
narrow nationalism which has brought so many wars and maintained bar- 
riers and restraints on every frontier, stiffling free trade and preventing 
competition and the growth of new businesses. Thus with teeming popu- 
lations, decreasing resources and the disorder and poverty of war, Eu- 
rope’s economy has been totally unable to reshape itself to meet the needs 
of our century. This has meant the perpetuation of wealth for the few

Germs and Bombs 

Many express amazement and 
consternation when they hear that 
the Communist propaganda about 
the use of the germ warfare by 
U. S. forces is being believed by 
many non-Communist peoples of 
Europe and Asia. Little has been 
said to explain why this Communist 
propaganda has been successful. 
The germ warfare propaganda has 
sounded plausible because: first, 
U. S. officials have themselves talk- 
ed so much about our new weapons 
and their great destructive potential, 
both atomic and _ bacteriological, 
that to the rest of the world it 
would not seem unusual for us to 
use what we have talked about with 
such energy and interest; second, 
American news channels have ig- 
nored the fact that Communist 
propaganda has already made the 
most of the U. S. employment of 
the jellied petroleum or nampalm 
bomb with which we have admit- 
tedly destroyed hundreds of Ko- 
rean towns and villages and thou- 
sands of Korean civilians in our 
attacks on Red supply, transporta- 
tion and communication centers. 

The Communist propagandists 
have made posters and films of 
Korean women and children run- 
ning screaming into the streets, 
their bodies aflame from the jellied 
petroleum. The Communists’ prop- 
aganda line is that their armies are 
the “saviors of the poor exploit- 


ad masses,” and, despite other 
cruelties, avoid use of terror 
weapons in civilian areas. Red 


air power therefore has been used 
almost exclusively in air combat. 
Can we expect the Communists to 
ignore such a propaganda advan- 
tage as we have handed them? Mil- 
lions of our non-Communist friends 
throughout the world, knowing that 
the Reds do not bomb civilian cen- 
ters, familiar with the nature of our 
devastating bomb attacks, saw noth- 
ing extraordinary or _ incredible 
about reports of our use of germ 
warfare also. That this situation has 
finally penetrated to the rather in- 
sensible considerations of our mili- 
tary officials is evidenced in the fact 
that lately we have taken to warn- 
ing the Korean civilians when we 
are about to wipe out their com- 
munities. Nevertheless, as the U. S. 
Air Force renews its bombing of 
populous areas that are always in- 
separable from transportation and 
arms manufacturing centers, all the 
careful warnings cannot avoid seri- 
ous losses of civilian life and prop- 
erty. Our losses in the wider aspects 
of the struggle are certain to be 
greater than any temporary mili- 
tary advantage. 








The Moving Spotlight 
THE FIRST NEGRO has gradu- 


ated from an all-white southern 
medical school in Little Rock, Ark. 
Twenty-four-year-old Mrs. E. I. 
Jones received her diploma from 
the University of Arkansas School 
of Medicine and is also the first 
Negro to intern at the University 
Hospital in Little Rock. Mrs. Jones 
was admitted to the school in 1948, 
by placing 28th in the group of 230 
who took pre-entrance examina- 
tions. The Associated Press states 
that Mrs. Jones, shy and unassum- 
ing, reports that her treatment has 
been excellent. She plans to stay in 
Arkansas to minister to the needs 
of Negro children. 

RACE PROGRESS IN BUSI- 
NESS: One of America’s largest de- 
partment stores, Carson Pirie Scott 
& Co. in Chicago, is demonstrating 
that equal opportunities for all, re- 
gardless of race, is profitable to 
merchant and customer. Carson’s 
recently directed its personnel of- 
fice to interview all applicants and 
hire the best man or woman, irre- 
spective of race. Today 145 Ne- 
groes are working throughout the 
great store as display artists, sales 
personnel, office help, shipping 
clerks, etc. When other business 
men ask Carson’s why they adopt- 
ed this policy, the reply is “We 
want the best qualified people in 
Chicago working for us — we can 
use top-notch Negroes, Japanese, 
Chinese — anyone.” Large New 
York department stores have been 
using Negroes on their sales and ad- 
ministrative staffs for several years. 

THE GI AND THE GENER- 
AL: When a GI goes to sleep on 
sentry duty, he is severely punish- 
ed, usually sentenced to ten or more 
years in a military prison. But when 
a general goes to sleep on the job 
and permits the enemy to riffle his 
private papers which contain valu- 
able materials for enemy propagan- 
da, he is given a secret court mar- 
tial trial, a gentle slap on the wrist 
and six months suspension, which 
carries little privation or restriction, 
before returning to his former high 
rank. But the offending GI re- 
mains forever disgraced. This dou- 
ble standard of military justice has 
been well illustrated by recent 
events. A GI sentry went to sleep 
in Korea; whereas Major General 
Robert W. Grow not only made 
many indiscreet and careless re- 
cordings in his personal dairy but 
left the papers where Communist 
spies could make photostatic copies 
and use them in a damaging way. 
American Army officials refused to 
let the American public know any- 
thing about what the general’s dairy 
contained, although its contents 
were given wide publicity in the 
rest of the world through the Com- 
munist news agencies and all re- 
ports published in this country 
about it were drawn from these 
sources,

GOOPWILL AND OBEDIENCE To 
MORAL AND SPIRITUAL LAW 
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Democracy is in danger in America because we are ignoring one 
decisive element, a simple but terrible fact — that we cannot remain 
free without obedience to moral and spiritual law. Organized society 
cannot endure without unity any more than a barrel can hold its use- 
ful form without bands to unite the staves, or sand can be hardened 
into concrete without cement to bind it. The unity of purpose and spir- 
it which society requires can arise from within our hearts when we love 
God and our fellow man sufficiently to sublimate our selfish interests 
to the common good. When we fail in this, compelling power must 
be held over us from without to enforce unity —or chaos ensues; 
and men will always accept tyranny rather than endure chaos. Almost 
all our political sins, as well as our industrial strife, arise from these 
issues. Unless management and labor, politicians and civil authorities 
face these facts with renewed vision, there will be trouble ahead. We 
will be ruled — by the hand clasp or the lash.

and ever greater poverty for the people — the path to violent revolution. 

THE AIM of the Schuman plan is the pooling of resources, the 
modernization and streamlining of production, only possible when the 
larger resources of the combined holdings are employed; the removal of 
trade barriers and the stabilization of prices, wages and currency. In the 
past the ores of Belgium couldn’t get to the German mills without filter- 
ing through difficult obstructions; the coal of France and the iron ingots 
of the Saar were hemmed in in the same way. 

Oddly enough the chief obstacle that remains before the Schu- 
man plan centers in the old conflict between ownership and labor. The 
West European industrial owners have fought the plan for fear it would 
eventually mean the socialization of industry with labor dominant. And 
labor has opposed the plan in the fear that it would result in a great in- 
ternational cartel with labor enchained under a new industrial dictatorship. 

TO GET A CLOSER VIEW: In Germany the labor unions have 
succeeded in establishing the system they call co-determinism, which 
places an equal representation of labor on the boards of industrial man- 
agement. This came about after the war when the U. S. occupational of- 
ficials had used their power to block the efforts of German labor to na- 
tionalize the German steel and iron industry which action Jabor intended 
as a means of preventing the reestablishment of the old German indus- 
trial cartels that had armed the Kaiser and produced Hitler. When such 
efforts were thwarted by our own big business representatives in Army 
uniforms, the German labor groups conceived of the co-determination 
idea and succeeded in putting it over. With co-determination established 
in West German industry, the Belgium and French industrialists fear the 
Schuman plan will fasten the same system on their own industries as all 
are linked together. It probably will, for there can be no successful reor- 
ganization of the European economy without the cooperation of labor. 
But since the progressive, younger industrial executives of European

The Moving Spotlight 


SUPPRESSED NEWS: One of 
the tasks of Between The Lines is 
to report important news that has 
been suppressed or distorted in the 
usual news channels. The need of 
such efforts is illustrated by a re- 
cent survey made by the Bernays 
Council on Public Relations of 
N. Y., which sent out questionaires 
to 1,700 daily newspapers and to a 
cross section of leaders in labor, 
industry, religion, science, educa- 
tion, etc. The questionaire asked 
if it were believed that the Ameri- 
can press was living up to the best 
of its traditions, and even one- 
fourth of the newspaper editors 
and publishers admitted that it 
wasn’t. Forty-seven per cent of the 
other group felt that the press was 
failing to live up to the require- 
ments for honest reporting. About 
one out of five of the publishers 
and editors admitted that most 
newspapers slanted the news; al- 
most as many admitted that news 
is subject to economic pressure. 
The civic leaders testified to these 
same inadequacies on a much larg- 
er scale. 

When asked what papers have 
the best record for honest report- 
ing, the editors and publishers, as 
well as the civic leaders all named 
the papers which Between The 
Lines has often recommended — 
the N. Y. Times, the Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor, the Washington 
Post, the St. Louis Post Dispatch 
and a few others. The Bernays’ re- 
port was suppressed in most papers! 


REVIVAL IN BURMA: Mil- 
lions in Burma are experiencing a 
great Buddhist revival. This religi- 
ous awakening, the beginning of 
which we told of many months ago, 
has spread until latest reports indi- 
cate it to be one of the greatest 
Buddhist revivals in history, the im- 
petus of which may well extend far 
beyond the land of golden pagodas. 
Devout Buddhists among Govern- 
ment officials are using their influ- 
ence to promote renewed adherence 
to Buddhist laws and customs, and 
many new pagodas are being erect- 
ed, old ones refurbished with new 
coatings of gold leaf. The new Bur- 
mese Government organization in- 
cludes a Ministry of Religion, the 
head of which is an enthusiastic 
Buddhist. The teaching of Bud- 
dhism in Government schools has 
been reinstituted and Buddhist doc- 
trines of morality are permeating 
every phase of Burmese life as an 
antidote for the infiltration of com- 
munism. The last 50 years have 
seen a spectacular success of the 
Christian missionary effort in Bur- 
ma. Does this great Buddhist reviv- 
al mean that after nearly 100 years 
of Christian teaching and practice, 
Buddhism is believed to be a better 
defense against communism than 
Christianity?

The German generals, supposedly 
indoctrinated by the Communists 
for leadership of German Commu- 
nist armies, are still living in isola- 


tion near Moscow, taking no active 
part in political or military life. 
Russians fear that, were they al- 
lowed to leave the Soviet Union, 
they would flee to the West, and 
thus injure Communist prestige. 
Furthermore, the vast stockpile 
of German arms seized by the So- 
viet Army during and after World 
War II is not being distributed to 
the East German police armies. The 
Russians simply will not trust their 
East German “police” armies with 
this store of weapons. And 
these Germans have not yet been 
permitted to develop their own 
new pilots. Only now are they start- 
ing to practice with gliders. West 
shrewd mayor, Dr. Ernst 
Reuter, analyzes Moscow’s prob- 
lems as follows: “As far as I can 
see, the Russians have taken no def- 
inite steps yet to create a real East 
German army because they find the 
population untrustworthy and they 
are unwilling to take any risk... I 
foresee no concrete Soviet moves 
unless West Germany is so armed 
that East Germans are made fearful 
of civil war. East Germans are 90 
per cent opposed to the Communist 
regime, therefore any army formed 
there would be unreliable and 
might turn against the Soviets.”

business, who have learned how to work close to labor in friendly cooper- 
ation, are enthusiastic for the Schuman plan, these difficulties should be 
overcome and that would give the world new hope. 

Because of the fear that co-determinism might become a fac- 
tor in the American labor scene and because the whole Schuman plan 
conceives of industrial production first in terms of the welfare of the peo- 
ple of Western Europe rather than just profit on investments, and because 
it presents a pattern of international control of basic resources, the Schu- 
man plan is being obscured in this country by the major news channels 
which are subservient to financial and industrial interests here. 

Space SHIPS AGAIN: Since the report on “space ships” in our last 

issue, additional developments have occurred which have been badly 
garbled in many press and radio reports. Oddly enough, there is consider- 
able prejudice among editors on the subject of flying saucers which has 
hampered the average layman in getting a clear understanding of the situ- 
ation. Some editors have decided it is all nonsense and have even forbid- 
den any further reports concerning flying saucers to appear on their 
pages! Others are still going all-out for such news, playing up the most 
sensational reports. We believe the matter is of prime importance because 
of its relationship to international affairs. The life and vitality of our mod- 
ern civilization is now being strangled by military, political and national- 
istic extremism. Just as an extensive natural disaster, — earthquake or 
flood — usually shakes men out of their narrow provincialism in the mu- 
tual need of self-preservation, so might some great new revelation regard- 
ing the nature of the universe and the place of our little earth in it drive 
men into a new consciousness of what is primary and necessary today for 
human survival. 

TWO TYPES OF SCIENTISTS are involved with a subject like 
this: the research scientist who won’t accept anything he can’t demon- 
strate and prove in his own laboratory; and the theoretical scientist whose 
dreams and speculations have led the way for research. 

Some research men, especially those of mediocre stature, can get 
very cocksure and certain of themselves and their views, as do all of us. 
But there are many instances where scientists have had to abandon the 
very “facts” they had been so positive about in an earlier stage of their 
progress. The greater men in every field, and especially the theoretical 
scientists whose business it is to reach out into the unknown from estab- 
lished facts, are never so sure of themselves. 

The fact that many of these strange heavenly sights were recorded 
on radar screens created quite a flurry among all observers until it was ex- 
plained that there have been instances where radar findings were false, 
because of isolated heat areas in the atmosphere. Thus in humid weather 
such phenomena can be common. During the oppressively hot weeks of 
midsummer on the East Coast there was a veritable carnival of “flying 
saucers”, many appearing on radar screens and most of them doubtless 
traceable to electronic disturbances in the atmosphere. So there has been 
a tendency to say “tut-tut” to the whole thing and put it all down to 
heat and hallucinations! 

BUT HERE ARE ASPECTS that show the questions to be far from 
resolved: Some of the clearest and most impressive observations of these 
strange objects have been in the mountainous areas of the West in the 
winter where conditions were quite contrary to what is now offered as an 
explanation of the phenomena. Also a number of radar experts deny that 
the “Blips” which they saw on their screen were reflections from warm 
air pockets; experienced men are positive that about 20 per cent of the 
disturbances on their screens were caused by something far more substan- 
tial than electronic reflections created by atmospheric conditions. Also 
many experienced air observers and veteran pilots, who are not given to 
illusions and hallucinations, and whose word has been found dependable 
in all other respects, have encountered these strange objects, have watch- 
ed them maneuver and have maneuvered around them. These observers 
will not accept the explanation that the objects are but reflections of light 
caught in stratas of atmosphere. Such testimony cannot be ignored in or 
out of the scientific laboratory. 

In addition, two important factors hover near, keeping the pros- 
pects of some vast expansion of human knowledge and experience very 
much alive. First, it is widely known and accepted that the time is not 
far off when men of this earth will be able to carry out operations in space 
beyond the gravity boundaries of this planet. These concepts are consid- 
ered in terms of military air domination from air bases suspended in 
space. If with our limited knowledge we can now contemplate this in 
realistic terms, where will another generation — or even decade — of ex- 
periment and research lead us? Second, our world is but a speck of 
dust in a vast universe, with millions of other planets and stars surround- 
ing it in immeasurable space. Isn’t it egotistical to assume that our little 
earth is the one and only center of life and intelligence? If we are soon 
to reach out into space, then what of the others? 
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percentage of the top Communists, 

many of them life-long devotees to 


the Stalinist regime, have been 
forced out, some exiled, others im- 
prisoned and many executed. An- 
other purge is now on in Rumania 
and parts of Russia, reports indicat- 
ing that there has never been a time 
in Soviet history when so many 
Communist leaders faced desperate 
insecurity in their relationships to 
the Politburo. The phychological 
importance of this becomes incal- 
culable when you realize that men 
after all react chiefly in terms of 
their own personal relationships, in 
security for themselves and their 
families. With heads rolling all 
around them, many of the victims, 
for years some of Stalin’s most 
trusted lieutenants, must live with 
an interlacing spy system all around 
them so extensive that no man 
knows who is friend or spy. It is 
no exaggeration to say that insecur- 
ity, treachery, fear and hatred are 
steadily increasing in the entire So- 
viet structure after 30 years of “par- 
ty consolidation.” If a small part of 
the expenditure of energy and mon- 
ey that is now being devoted to 
armaments should be used to aid 
the movements of rebellion behind 
the iron curtain, the collapse of the 
Communist revolutionary move- 
ment would become inevitable — 
without war. 

THE SOVIET COLLECTIVE 
FARM SYSTEM is suffering from 
chaos and extensive sabotage, ac- 
cording to late reports reaching the 
U. S. From time to time, we have 
published such reports, but the last 
one seemed to indicate a more ex- 
tensive dilemma than anything here- 
tofore brought to light. Most of the 
meetings of the Central Committees 
of the Communist Party in several 
of the republics reveal that collec- 
tive farmers have been looting the 
collective farm treasuries, stealing 
land (for private cultivation), steal- 
ing live stock and other property 
on a disastrous scale. A new Com- 
missar has been appointed to pre- 
vent such abuses, but already criti- 
cal reports are in circulation in So- 
viet publications concerning the 
failure of the reform movement. 
An idea of how drastic the situa- 
tion is can be indicated by the fact 
that L. P. Beria, a member of the 
Politburo and head of the secret 
police, has personally been direct- 
ing the clean-up campaign in the 
Soviet Republic of Georgia, the 
homeland of Stalin. Widespread 
corruption among the party and 
government officials in that Repub- 
lic has brought purge after purge 
in an effort to root out the “deflec- 
tionists.” Russia still remains pre- 
dominantly an agrarian economy 
and such extensive failures would 
indicate persistent weaknesses with- 
in the Soviet economy.
